Three 
or I >ur years ago the bank ing system 
was introduced into the v arious pu b ­ 
lic schools in that city. 
Collections 
arc made ev ery M onday m orning, and 
those pupils who are sav ing a nd care­ 
ful of thoir m oney find great pleasure 
m responding to the question “ How 
much hav e you got ?” 
Rich pupil is furnished with a neat­ 
ly ] rinted card on which the deposits 
are credited. 
Tiiese cards are highly 
treasured. 
They hear these inscrip­ 
tions: 
“ Good 
principles and good 
habits are in them selv es a fortune.” 
‘The habit of sav ing is an essential 
part of a true, practical education. 
On ill» * last |>ag» ‘ are tii*^« - mottoes: 
"Tuk c car» * of the {« nnie.s and tin* dol­ 
lars will 
tak e car« * of themselv es." 
"The masses k now how to earn better 
than how to sav e.” 
W hen the school opens on Monday 
m orning the teacher tak es out tin* roll 
book , and. as she calls the names, tin* 
pupils call out th<‘ am ounts of money 
they want to deposit, each in turn 
stepping up to th<* desk .with the 
money, and records the am ount on 
th<* card and in her own hook . 
A fter 
the collection each teacher deliv ers 
the m oney to the principal, w ho de­ 
posits it tin* same day in the Long 
island ( 'itv Sav ings bank in the nam e 
of each depositor. 
One cent or u p­ 
ward can 1 >e receiv ed by the teacher. 
W hen a pupil has a deposit of $1 or 
more a hank !» ook will he giv en free 
of charge from the hank . 
The pupils are requested not to w ith­ 
draw deposits until the am ou nt reaches 
$3, except in cases of sick ness or r<*- 
mov al from the city; but if the deposit 
should la* w ithdraw n and the am ount 
lias been l« *ss than $3. the bank will 
charge ten cents for the bank hook . 
Deposits of $1 and ov er bear interest. 
The hank hook s of the pupils are k ept 
by the principal as long as tlie children 
attend school. 
If they w ant to leav e 
the school or at v acation the Ixwik is 
giv en to them and they can withdraw 
their money, but they will require the 
presence of their father or m other and 
the signature of the principal. 
D uring 
the sum m er v acation of the school de­ 
posits may be mad« * or m oney w ith­ 
draw n from the bank direct, the cashier 
acting during that time for the teacher. 
Only about ten m inutes' tune is con­ 
sum ed in m ak ing the collections in 
each school, so that it cannot be ob­ 
jected that it materially’ interferes 
with the tegular work or the public 
school. 
This ten m inutes each M on­ 
day m orning has m ore excitem ent in 
it for the children than tin* ev ents of 
all the r« *st of the week put together. 
Their eyes spark le and their faces 
glow with excitement. 
Fiv e cents is 
the av erage deposit, and the pupil 
who has more than tha t am ou nt a n­ 
nounces it in a v oic« ; that plainly de­ 
notes satisfaction. 
Tin; lad who deposits half a dollar, 
or possibly a dollar, is regarded w ith 
adm iration by his fellow’ pupils, who 
look upon him as a future millionaire. 
As the am ou nt grows tin* boys aiwl 
girls become more eager 
to sav e. 
Many hav e some specific object in 
v iew. 
A lthough the girls outnum ber 
the hoys as depositors, the latter hav e 
the largest am ount to their credit. 
It 
is in tin* prim ary and interm ediate 
grades that the largest collections are 
made. The higher tin* grade of school, 
the fewer tin* depositors.
